So the folks at Workshop West Theatre can’t fig 
ure out who trashed campaign-like lawn signs they put 
up in order to promote Marty Chan’s new play The 
Old Boys’ Club. 

But that’s just what happened. Workshop West pub- 
licist Sue Hodge planted nearly 30 of the signs on 
lawns along 107 Avenue leading up to the Roxy 
Theatre. And someone stomped about half of them. 

“Tm shocked. I'm really shocked,” said Hodge, who 
had permission from homeowners to place signs 
on private property 

“T'm used to people covering up posters on the 
power poles — there's just no respect in postering 
any more — but having had permission from the 
homeowners, I was amazed to see so many of them 
destroyed.” 

The signs were cut-outs from posters used to pro- 
mote the show and didn’t mention 
the play at all. They simply fea- 
tured the faces of actors Marianne 
€opithorne, John Wright and 
John B. Lowe, with the words 
“Our Team” printed across 
the top. x 

The clever campaign must | J _ 
have been effective enough 
to cofivince someone that an 
election had been called. 

And that someone's reac- 
tion says a lot about the special 
place some people hold in their 
hearts for politicians. 

The play itself should solicit more positive emotions. 
It runs Oct. 23 - Nov. 2 at the Roxy Theatre.

his is a true story: a prison guard diagnosed with terminal cancer 
Tors a revolver into a protective custody unit. He held the muzzle 

close to Clifford Olson’s head as the convicted serial killer lay sleeping. 
Racked with grief over his own death sentence, the guard found it diffi- 
cult to reconcile the fact that, as a morally upright man, he was being sent 
to the grave. Yet before him slept a monster of the first degree — allowed 
to live despite committing the most heinous crimes. Before he could pull 
the trigger, the guard thought better of it, wondering what sentence he'd 
face in the afterlife for killing someone. Olson is still alive. 

If Treasurer Stockwell Day had his way, Olson's life would be ended or, 
at the very least, made very miserable indeed. Day was quoted in news 
reports Saturday, bitching to a group of right-wing thinkers (oxymoron 
intended) that society doesn’t have the gonads it needs to whack bastards 
like Olson. So Day proposed justice officials move Olson out of protective 
custody and into the general population. Day suggested if Olson were to 
mix with “moral prisoners” (Day’s term, oxymoron not intended) the seri- 
al killer would finally face some real justice. 

How so? Day didn’t go into the grisly details; he could have meant any 
number of things. Maybe Day wants other inmates to call Olson bad 
names and push him in a circle until he pukes. Or maybe Day wants every 
bull queer in the joint to take a run at Olson. It could be that Day would 
like to see Clifford going down on inmates, in exchange for a sandwich, 
everyday at lunchtime 

More likely, Day would simply like to see some brute kill Olson. End of 
story. Day seems to be looking for someone to play Christopher Scarver 
to Olson's Jeffery Dahmer. There was no shortage of people who cheered 
when Dahmer, a serial killer and cannibal, was beaten to death in a U.S. 
prison. Indeed, Olson’s death will be marked with a somewhat less-than 
sombre response; fireworks and a cash bar will be called for. 


But still, there's nothing more nauseating than a politician whining | ? 
about politics. So instead of fishing for easy political points by talking 
tough to the converted, Day ought to do something to change the system. 
What we need from Day is a clear explanation of precisely what he wants 
the justice system to do to Olson and people like him. ny

The 
Third Reich’s tentacles have 
reached through time, into every 
corner of our society, affecting us 
in spiritual, political, intellectual, 
legal and artistic ways. Next week, 
the University of Alberta hosts an 
international conference examin- 
ing artistic, educational and legal 
aspects of the Holocaust. 

But why, 50 years after the 
defeat of the Nazis, are artists, 
ethicists and educators gathering 
to discuss Hitler’s genocide? Part 
of the reason is because the 
Holocaust taught us lessons we 
seem, for some reason, likely to 
forget. 

Bernard Schwartz, professor 
emeritus with the U of A’s art and 
education faculties, cites com- 
ments made a week ago by 
Premier Ralph Klein, who suggest- 
ed it’s time we put outrage over 
the 1989 Tiananmen Square 
Massacre behind us, as evidence 
that we tend not to respect the 
seriousness of events we cannot 
easily fathom. 

Klein made the remarks while 
visiting China during a trade mis- 
sion, Schwartz says the comments 
demonstrate the same type of atti- 
tude that allowed the Nazis to 
carry out campaigns of hatred and 
murder. 

“Do you see the parallels? To 
some people the Holocaust is old 
hat. But we can then see the con- 
sequences,” said Schwartz. “I say 
the study of the Holocaust helps 
students understand the ramifica- 
tions of prejudice, racism and dis- 
crimination in any society.” 

At the same time the premier is 
making those kinds of remarks, 
neo-Nazi Ernst Zundel is back in 
the courtroom and the news for

Holocaust Memorial museum; and 
Raul Hilberg, author of three vol 
umes on the destruction of 
European Jewery. 

A panel discussion on the con- 
tinuing relevance of the Holocaust 
will include medical ethicist Dr. 
John Dossetor, law professor 
Gerald Gall and Robinson 
Koilpillai, a member of the Order 
of Canada specializing in human 


of the world’s 


authorities on the 


rights and multiculturalism. 


Ten films documenting the 
Holocaust will be screened. 
Renowned artist Sid Chafetz will 
host an exhibit of Perpetrators, a 
collection of 42 original prints of 
Nazis who engineered and execut- 
ed the Holocaust. 

The Holocaust can certainly be 
examined in legal and political 
terms but it is often dealt with 
through art for the simple fact that 
art expresses things words cannot. 
And while we remember the 
Holocaust in part, through art, art 
also suffered at the hands of the 
Nazis, Schwartz observes.

“From 1933-1945, what the Third 
Reich did was they co-opted peo 
ple.” 

He cites a film which will be 
shown during the conference as an 
example of the Nazi attitude 
towards certain types of art 
Entitled Degenerate Art, the film 
documents a 1937 exhibit of art 
deemed as sociatly unacceptable 

“They attacked modern cuiture 
and some of the greatest artists of 
the century were regarded as 
degenerates and misfits, not 
appropriate for exhibition or sale 
but who were fit for banishment.” 

While it’s true the Nazis recog- 
nized the worth of some art, stor- 
ing classic works in places such as 
Dresden and Rome, Schwartz sug- 
gests Nazi taste in art leaned 
towards the tacky. 

“Nazi taste, Hitler taste, was 
kitschy. Nazi buildings and statues 
have classical tastes so to speak, 
and yet (it’s) a lower end of classi- 
cal taste.” 

The conference is being staged 
at the U of A’s Law Centre and the 
Myer Horowitz Theatre.

arty Chan is a nice boy who used to work for the Alberta govern- 
ment. Through various tours of duty as a writer in the Agriculture, 
Finance and Tourism departments, Chan never saw anything ille- 
gal going on. Yet that work formed the foundation for the world pre- 


miére of his new play The Old Boys’ Club — a political murder mystery 


that suggests corruption is the norm in the halls of power. 

“My personal experience in government created more of the mood 
or atmosphere as opposed to specific elements,” Chan said. 
“I got to see things that weren't illegal, per se, but weren't 
ethical, either.” 

The play has other connections in real life besides Chan’s 
own experiences. Although Chan started writing it 18 months ago, the 
play seems to mirror a few recent events in Canadian politics. Among 
them: an RCMP investigation of Pierre Corbeil, a bagman with the fed- 
eral Liberals. Corbeil has been charged with influence peddling, for 
allegedly offering federal grants only to businesses making financial 
contributions to the party. 

“When you're a politician, you have a lot of power,” said Chan. “You 
can make decisions that can benefit companies, so obviously. people 
want you to make those decisions.” 

With a resource as rich as the Alberta goverment to draw on, 

Chan’s play blends one-part murder, tweparts political satire, some 
award-winning actors and several Jiggers of Scotch whisky around the 
Roxy Theatre stage. 

Based on a fictitious Alberta government, the Party in Power is bare-

Stewart Lemoine, Edmonton's 
master of wit, is very happy right 
where he is. “Edmonton is a 
unique place where you can create 
your own work and find an audi- 
ence,” said Lemoine. He's received 
excellent responses in Toronto (he 
won a Dora award for The Vile 
Governess) but prefers to create 
the work here and then tour it. 

Originally from Winnipeg but 
raised in Edmonton, the 37-year- 
old is the master mind behind 
Teatro la Quindicina and a mem- 
ber of the New Varscona Theatre. 
That theatre consortium, serving 
as a venue for all the co-ops 
springing up and as a home for 
Teatro, Shadow Theatre and local 
favorites like TheatreSports and 
The Johnny and Pokey Variety 
Hour, provides Edmonton with a 
fresh theatre experience that 
doesn’t cost an arm and a leg. 

With Whiplash Weekend!, 
Lemoine revisits the 1988 hit 
Hopscotch Holiday, a musical in 
its first incarnation and a tighter, 
funnier farce in its second. “I like 
going back to older work and use 
accumulated knowledge to create 
something better instead of always 
something new, new, new,” he 
explained 

“Hopscotch Holiday was a little 
overlong. It was frothy entertain- 
ment at 2-1/2 hours.” He feels that 
at that time he was “just learning 


how to walk” but looking at the 
work anew, he can see that it “had 
potential for snappy and fun things 
to happen. I knew we could do jus- 
tice with the characters.” 

His use of “we” is intentional. He 
works with the same casts and 
often writes with specific actors in 
mind. 

“I know what they can do. We 
enjoy working with each other so 
much and the actors’ relationships 
are so strong that the work gets 
done quickly. I can’t imagine doing 
it another way.”

Lemoine’s plays have a definite 
style (sort of a cross between The 
Thin Man, Three’s Company and, 
in the more serious works, a fairy 
tale with a solid moral). “My plays 
have a range within a recognizable 
style — 100-per-cent fun, to more 
thoughtful work. Last year’s Lake 
of the Heart was based on Dante's 
Inferno whereas Whiplash 
Weekend! is like What’s New 
Pussycat. The emotional invest- 
ment is different. I’m not, however, 
going to decide to do a play with 
no laughs at all. It does noi reflect 
life to be completely humorless — 
at least not the way I see it.” 

That vision has recently been 
published. A monologue from the 
Lemoine play Cocktails at Pam's 
had become an auditioning 
favorite for young women across 
Canada and people were unable to 
source the play. So Playwright 
Canada Press approached 
Lemoine about publishing the 
work. Suggesting he choose anoth- 
er play to fill out the book, Evelyn 
Strange became the second play. 

Our home-town boy now has a 
shot at an American market but, 
for now, Lemoine is content stay- 
ing in theatre and working with 
the people he chooses to. “Now 
that I know what I want, there’s 
time in the next few years for 
more aggressive marketing of my 
work.”

As the latter, he has published fanzines full of poetry and other trea- 

sures since 1968 and then in 1995 he put together Coffee, Jazz and 

Poetry, a CD full of his words, music and surprises. That led to 1996's 
Olympia 66 and, now, the newest, Sophisticated Boom Boom! 

“When I... moved to Vancouver, I thought Id take up this creative 
thing again.” It didn’t immediately get him any graphic design work, but 
people dug the poetry. The innocence of his words and the nostalgic 
references to the Beat Generation of the late ’50’s attracted a following. 

“There’s always a tendency when you're doing stuff like that to try 
and relate it to the Beats somehow. I guess I made some off-handed 
remarks and the next thing you know, it’s become an easy slot to put 
me in.

From whence comes Ralph's beat? “The man that got me writing 
poetry was (Beat poet) Lawrence Ferlinghetti. In high school, where 
you have to study poems, usually the poetry book is a load of crap.

“I’m 
doing a more universal version of 
that, because it’s not of (Beat poet- 
ry’s) time.

Mychael Danna The Sweet 
Hereafter soundtrack 
(Virgin) 

Canadian film- 
maker Atom Egoyan 
recently took the cov- 
eted Grand Prix at the 
50th Cannes festival. 
And along with him came a 
travelling minstrel — Canadian 
new-age, spacemusic and film- 
score composer Mychael Danna. 

Danna usually works alone, but 
for the Sweet Hereafter sound- 
track he collaborated somewhat 
with Sarah Polley, one of the 
movie's stars. Polley wrote lyrics 
for two original tracks and sang on 
several others. Her voice is some- 
thing very special, well-suited to 
the project. There are also two 
covers: The Tragically Hip’s 
Courage and Jane Siberry’s One 
More Colour. The Hip cover is par- 
ticularly striking thanks to Polley’s 
lilting falsetto and Danna’s instru- 
mentation. 

The haunting instrumentals are 
very Danna: chords held and held, 
sparse notes, gorgeous sadness, 
heavily reverberating piano. On 
softer tracks, the music is similar 
to the amazing Exotica sound- 








track, but for the most part it 
resembles the score Danna wrote 
last year for A Celtic Tale. This 
influence comes through in the 
plucked strings and tin whistle of 
Procession, to which are added 
strings and super-sparse percus- 
sion on Bus Stop. Then there's the 
wonderful acoustic guitar accom- 
panying Polley on Dog Track 
Drizzle. 

This album is a wonderful one 
and, for Canada, an important one, 
representing the works of seven 
superb Canadian musicians from 
varying musical realms and one 
fabulous Canadian film-maker.

To download a 
five Mb file with a

The benefits of the high-speed 

ection at the office are obvi- 

ous, but the package offers more 
than that. Customers get up to 
seven computers hooked up — a 
proxy server is required if you 
want to expand the network. The 
service also provides two free 
mailboxes with your company’s 
name, and allows you three Mb of 
space free, for your own website. 
While there is no hourly charge for 
the Internet service, there is a 
charge for use beyond certain lev- 
els. You can download three Gigs a 
month to your site and upload one 
gig, for standard rates.

ture is Microsoft software that 
comes with the deal 
user through and through but | 
can't help but be impressed by 
Microsoft's new web browse 
Internet Explorer 4.0.

INTERVIEW WITH SHEPPARD...

REMIX spoke with Canada’s 
preeminent DJ, Chris Sheppard, 
before his gig last week at 
Edmonton's Thunderdome.
